HOOVER PAY'S HONOR 
T0 FIRST PRESIDENT 


Reviews Parade in Alexandria, 
Then Visits Washington’s 
Tomb at Mount Vernon. 


By the Associated Press. 

ALEXANDRIA, Va., Feb. 22.— 
This historic community which 
clainied Gen, Washington as one of 
its citizens, paid tribute 
memory today. President Herbert 
Hoover and Gov. John . Garland 
Pollard of Virginia took part~in 
the ceremony. 

For more than an hour, the ex- 
‘ecutives sat in a glass enclosed re- 

stan@ beside Christ Church, 

where thé first President wor- 
shiped, reviewing the military pa- 
rade honoring the 198th birthday 
anniversary of Washington. 

Later, the President and Mrs. 


Hoover left unexpectedly to visit. 


the tomb of Washirngton at Mt, 
Vernon .before returning to the 
White House. At the tomb the 
President and Mrs. Hoover stood 
for a moment with heads bowed. 
The wreath which Mr. Hoover had 
sent early this morning by his 
naval afd, Capt. Allen Buchanan, 
among 
a profusion of flowers. Leaving 
the tomb, Mr. and Mrs. Hoover 
strolled across the lawn to the 
mansion for a brief visit before 
returning to Washington. 

Three times previously presi- 
fents of the United States—Tatft, 
Wilson and Coolidge—have. come 
here to do honor to Washington on 
the anniversary of his birth: In 
1799 Gen. Washington himself re- 
viewed a mili parade. here in 
his honor. 

Earlier in the day the Masonic 
order and children of the Ameri- 
ean Revolution joined in a cere- 
mony in the old Presbyterian meet- 
ing house, built in 1774,

FIRST TEST WILL 
COME ON TUESDAY 


Conference Experts Con- 
tinue Discussion of Spe- 
cial Ships—Tone of Un- 
certainty in Press. 


By the Associated Press. \ 

LONDON, web. 22.+-The fifth 
week of the five-Power Naval Con- 
ference ended today with active 
negotiations suspended on accéunt 
of the French political crisis, but 
with no dread of failure in the 
minds of the delegates. 

As to the degree of success, 
however, the consensus tonight is 
that it depends on whether the 
new French Cabinet, organized by 


Camille Chautemps, is strong 
enough to weather the month or 
six weeks which still may be nec- 
essary to attain the highest | aims 
of the delegations, 

In some conference circies it is 
feared that formal negotiations 
have only a “sporting chance” of 
resuming Wednesday, the date set 
for reconvening when adjourn- 
ment was taken. 

Paris Not Overconfident. 

Dispatches from Paris tonight 
were not overconfident that 
Chautemps would survive the Min- 
isterial statement and debate 
thereon Tuesday. If he does, 
French delegates—Aristide Briand, 
Foreign Minister; Albert Sarraut, 
Minister of Marine; Ms Danelou, 
Minister of the Merchant Ma- 
rine: M. Lamoureux, Minister of 
Finances: and Robert Bellanger, 
\"ndersecretary of Marine—will 
eross the Channel Wednesday and 
c“hautemps himself plans to par- 
ticipate actively at a later date. 

Should Chautemps be defeated 
Tuesday, the conference faces the 
danger of another delay. 

While American Secretary of 
State Stimson was sight-seeing and 
Prime Minister MacDonald was en- 

tertaining the infernational jour- 
nalists at chequers, the conferénce 
technicians were busy. At St. 
James's this morning they con- 
tinued the consideration of special 
ships not included in specified cate-} 
seories for fleet tonnage plans. This 
work is expected to be completed 
early next week. 

The conference is not likely to 
resume full activity before Thurs- 
day, even if Chautemps passes his 
first test in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, for the French delegates-could 
arrive only late Wednesday and 
have time for personal meetings 
with the other delegations. 

Press Uncertain About Future. 

The Observer and the Sunday 
Times, two of England's most in- 
fiuential papers, voice uncertainty 
about the future of the conference. 

The Observer says that a very 

ritical period in the negotiations 
i been reached, and the Sunday 
Times asserts that the high ton- 
nage figures of the French naval! 
demand threaten to disturb the 
whole basis of Anglo-American 
parity 

Both newspapers agree that the 
Cabinet change in France does not 
mean a change in French policy. 

The Observer, however, thinks 
that the Japanese situation may be 
altered by the result of the national 
elections, and that the Government 
having been returned to office with 
creater power, may feel freer and. 
therefore, surrender some Of the 
stiffness that has characterized the 
Japanese demands in London.

Another Mother’s Experience. 
T> the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. . : 
A FTER reading the letter on prohibi- 


tion by. “Mother,” I feel , 
to write of my. experience, not my opin- 
ion, on the subject, 4 

Il was reared in a family, a social 
group, in which a glass of wine, beer, 
or on special occasions\a cocktail, was 
a part of the gesture of hospitality. I 
have never known a~“don't” in connec- 
tion with it. It was not necessary. I 
have four brothers and a sister. We 
have never seen intoxication in our home, 
or in our social group. I have yet to 
meet a finer, afd in its best sense nobler, 
man than my father or te know a fam- 
ily life lived on standards higher than 
ours. Needless to.say, not any of my 
brothers or sisters have an abnormal 
appetite for alcoholic drinks. It seems 
insulting to suggest that they might 
have. They are healthy, respectable 
adults, not weaklings and morons. Nat- 
urally this frenzy for prohibition has 
left me somewhat cold—until in the last 
years, as I see my Own Son growing tall. 
Now I am becoming afraid of prohibi- 
tion and what it has put into the world 
in which I must send him. 

I have’a relative who is a militant 
prohibitionist. Her son has been reared 
in that atmosphere. She would be filled 
with horror if she thought he drank al- 
coholic liquor. She uses him as an ex- 
ample of the modern young man under 
prohibition. Twice he has been at the 
point of death as the result of bootleg 
whisky. The truth has been carefully 
guarded from the mother. That is per- 
haps a pity. There are too many women 
who talk nonsense because they are 
shielded from life. 

I am afraid, raising my son under pro- 
hibition. I am sure there will be a 
college football victory, other occasions 
when he will step from the high road 
to temporary indiscretion as young men 
have been known to do before him. A 
generation ago a night of worry for the 
mother, a day of discomfort for the son 
was the price paid. Now I looksinto his 
clear, fine, intelligent eyes and wonder 
if he will have to pay with a life of | 
blindness or death, ; 

One reads of the refusal of Congress 
to discontinue the use of deadly poisons 
to adulterate commercial alcohol which 
does leak out into the bootleg market.

Cugnot’s creation hada power 
plant run by steam, but neverthe- 


less it takes its place at the head 


‘of the autome procession. That 
was in 1769 © Shortly, afterward, 
the’ first automobile made its ap- 
pearance in the United States. It 
also was built around a steam en- 
gine by Oliver Evans of Philadel- 
phia, and it traveled through the 
city streets successfully about 25 
years after Cugnot’s vehicle 
steamed over French roads. 

Invehtors continued to work with 
varying success for the next cen- 
tury. Then came Otto Daimler, 
generally credited with the inven- 
tion of the gasoline engine. He first 
used it on a bicycle, transmitting 
power, through a chain. But along 
came Levassor ard Panhard, who 
had been building coaches for the 
crowned heads of Europe, and de- 
veloped. a transmission device 
with a ‘clutch, a series of reduc- 
tion gears, and a differential at the 
rear. 

In ‘852 tere’ appeared the 
power buggy of Charles Duryea. 
It had.a one-cylinder 
placed vértically under. the seat 
with a flywheel at the lower end.

The California act, passed by the 


subdivisions, responsible for the 
negligent operation of any motor 
vehicle operated by a State em- 
ploye.

Validity of the act was ques- 
tioned primarily on the ground that 
it was class legislation, the objec- 
tion being that it inured the 
benefit of only those red 
through automobile accidents and 
precludes others that might be in- 
jured through some instrumental- 
ity of the State, other than an au- 
tomobile. 

“This objection,” the court poirit- 
ed out, “goes only to the policy 


of such legislation. The wisdom of 


the legislative department of the 
government, in adopting such a 
policy, is not the concern of the 
court. It is enough if the statute 
strikes ot the evil where it is felt 
and reaches the class of cases, such 
as automobile accidents, where it 
most frequently occurs.”

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Michigan Law : 
Limits Speed to 
Ability to Stop 


Oldsmobile Brakes Made With 
Idea of Meeting This 
Need. 


Safe driving speed today depends 
upon the efficiency of a car’s brak- 
ing system and is being legally rec- 
ognized as such by the laws of scv- 
eral states. This fact is pointed out 
by Oldsmobile engineers in their 
description of the improved four- 
wheel brakes used on the Oldsmo- 
bile six... , 

Michigan, called the motor State, 


was one of the first legally to rec- 
Ognize thatf an arbitrary * specd 
limit was not a fair or uatc 
solution of road safety, the enzi- 
neers report. As a result of this 
finding, the Michigan Legislature 
abolished a fixed speed limit about’ 
three years ago and substituted a 
definition of safe driving instead. 
This reads: 

“Any person who drives any ve- 
hicle on the highway shall drive 
the same at a careful and prudent 
speed not greater nor less than is 
reasonable and proper, having due 
regard for the traffic, service and 
width of the highway and any oth- 
er conditions then existing. 
person shall drive any vehicle upon 
the highway at a speed greater 
than will permit him to bring it to 
a stop within the assured clear dis- 
tance ahead.” 

It is pointed out that the final 
sentence of this section of the law 
clearly defines the legal speed of 
an automobile to be the ability of 
the brakes to Bring it to a_ stop 
within the clear distance ahead. 
With cars traveling within 10 
yards of each other, an automobile 
with inefficient brakes would be 
violating the law if it traveled fast- 
er than 29 or 25 miles an hour, 
where another car with . proper 
brake equipment could drive con- 
siderably faster and yét be driving 
in a@ safe and legal manner, ~~ 
To meet these changing ideas of 
speed and safety on the highways 
Oldsmobile engineers tested’ vari-

Fada ver. 

A new Fada receiver, Model 40, 
has “light-o-matic” tuning, as well 
as a tone color control by which 
one can bring out the higher or 
lower .notes as he pleases. The

is tuned in, a light will show ex- 
actly as the station is being tuned 
to best advantage.

The Goossens Concertino 


And a Few Words About Ravel’s Bolero, Which 
Will Be Played at the Next Symphony Cencert 
—New York Reviews of Molinar". 


By Thomas B. Sherman. 


WO of the season's most im- 

portant novelties will be played 

by the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra at the concerts next Fri- 
day and Saturday given under the 
direction of Eugene Goossens. 
They are Mr. Goossens’ own con- 
certino and Ravel's “Bolero.” 

The “Bolero” is described as one 
o? the most remarkable musical 
tours de force ever heard. The 
whole effect is gained by the sim- 
ple process of uttering one theme 
over and over again in an orches- 
tra that constantly changes in 
timber and dynamics, but which 
sticks to the same rhythm -from 
beginning to end. 

In reference to the “Concertino” 
Mr. Goossens himself has sent me 
a short analysie. which is repro- 
duced herewith: © 

“The Concertinc for double 
string orchestra was originally 
written in the autumn of 1928 as 
an octet for strings and as such 
was first performed by Mangeot 
and his players in London in Feb- 
ruary, 1929. The work was writ- 
ten for four violins, two violas and 
two cellos, consequently, in the or- 
chestral ve n “tye violins are 
divided into four parts and the 
vielas and cellos into two, respec- 
tively. A bass part has also 
been added.” In the latter form 
it was first heard at a New York 
Composers’ League concert last 
December and I have since directed 
it at concerts of the Boston § and 
Detroit Symphony orchestras. The 
work consists of three well-defined 
movements played without break 
and though modeled partly on the 
old concertino form of Vivaldi and 
contemporaries, is none the less 
free in style and polyphonic in 
treatment. The contrapuntal ele- 
ment is more recognizable in the 
first and last movements than in 
the middle one which is modal in 
feeling as befits‘a movement based 
on a motive in folk-song style. 

“The theme of the middle sec- 
tion is nevertheless an original one 
and affords a restful contrast to 
the more animated and quick 
moving content of the first and 
third movements which have a 
strong idiomatic affinity and the- 
matically much resemble each oth- 
er. The concertino in performance 
is well calculated to demonstrats 
the opulent richness of the orches- 
tral strings playing in subdivided

choirs and because of a prevailing 
diatonic base should present no 
problems of an atonal nature to the 
listencr. Needless to add I look 
forward very much to the fine 
performance it will undoubtedly 
receive at the hands of the St 
Louis Symphony. 

“Whether or not the concertino 
finds favor with my friends, the 
audience, I unhesitatingly predict 
an ovation for Ravel’s Bolero which 
has hitherto proved the best sure- 
fire hit of the season. First 
performed as a ballet by Ida Ru- 
binstein and her troupe last sum- 
mer in Paris and recently produced 
by Toscanini in New York, it has 
everywhere created a furore. Struc- 
turally the piece is simple, being 
based entirely on a simple though 
sinuous Bolero-like subject accom- 
panied by a rhythmic figure ia the 
snare drum. 

“Ravel, with consummate crafts- 
manship, has built up on this sim- 
ple material a piece which, by mo- 
notonous iteration of rhythm and 
@ magical crescendo of orchestra- 
tion, achieves a climax of sensa- 
tional brilliance and sonority.”

Nathan Stubblefield’s progenitors were English, his 
great-grandfather being the first of the line to come to 
‘his country. His grandfather came to Kentucky from 
North Carolina in 1826, settling a féw miles from Mur- 
ray. Nathan's father was a Murray attorney who had 
served as Captain in a Kentucky regiment during the 
“lvil War. Nathan was born in Murray in 1860.

Disaster That 
Fell U pon Indiana 
and Illinois 
Farmers When the 
River Overflowed, 


A typical ice-choked isolated dwelling caught

VINCENNES, Indiana. 

HE moon “shining 

bright along the 

Wabash" these 

February nights 

has been falling on 

a scene of Arctic 

desolation the like 

‘of which was never 

| witnessed before in 

iat a - this sheltered and 
romantic valley, famous in history and 
song. The banks of the Wabash— 
and in this case very literal banks— 
gave way a short time ago before a 
freezing flood. For weeks ice coy- 
ered thousands of acres of rich agri- 
cultural land idealized in the familiar 
song as ‘fields of new-mown hay.” 
Candle light still gleams through the 
sycamores occasionally—bare syca- 
mores, with ice and water around 
their massive trunks—but for several 
miserable days the gleam of a candle 
was a token not of a warm and com- 
fortable home but the abode of suf- 
fering and hardship. Some 2000 farm 
homes of Indiana and Iliinois were in- 
undated in this disastrous January 
flood and, in at least 200 cases, their 
inhabitants were ma- 


expected. On the 
east bank of the 
Wabash at Vin- 
cennes now stands 
a six-foot lime- 
stone shaft bear- 
ing this inscrip- 
tion: “Site of 
Fort Sackville, 
captured by Col. 
George Rogers 
Clark from. the 
British, February 
26, 1779, result- 
ing in the United 
States acquiring 
the great North- 


west territory em- 
bracing the States 
of Indiana, Ohio, 
lllinois, Michigan, 
Wisconsin and 
Minnesota.”’ A few yards beyond the 
monument one comes upon the north- 
ern terminus of the devastated re- 
gion. For 75 miles southward 
stretches the valley which now, more 
than a month later, is just emerging 
from its ordeal by ice and flood. 

The trouble began almost with the 
New Year. For nearly 


rooned in chilly at- 
tice and barn iofts, 
with little food and 
no fuel. The ice flood 
was doubly disastrous 
because of its unex- 
pectedness. It was 
as if the trusted and 
friendly Wabash, sud- 
denly enraged like a 
pet tiger, had hurled 
itself upon ite peo- 
ple to destroy them. 

The situation is 
well in hand now. 
Refugees are return- 
ing to their water- 
soaked homes and salvaging what they 
can from the wreckage. Many of them 
consider themselves lucky even to be 
still alive, for there were’ days when 
the issue seemed to be in grave doubt. 
That there were not many fatalities 
from exposure and hunger is traceable 
to two factore—the speed and resolu- 
tion with which relief workers rose to 
meet the emergency, and the use of air- 
planes as vehicles of rescue. for the 
efficacy of this relief work credit goes 
- largely to the American Red Cross and 
to the air squadron of the Indiana Na- 
tional Guard. 


fate that the calamity should have 

befallen such historic country as 
the lower Wabash. It is known to 
every schoolboy who has followed the 
stirring exploits of General George 
Rogers Clark. Indeed, it was in the 
depths of a similarly severe winter in 
the seventeen-seventies that Clark 
(then a Colonel) set out to gain the 
co-opeiation of the French and Indi- 
ane of the Mississippi in the cause of 
American independence. At Vincennes, 
on the Wabash River, it will be fe- 
called, he encountered a strongly-forti- 
fied British garrison under Colonel 
Hamilton. There was a frozen Wa- 
bash then, but Clark, Mke George 
Washington at Trenton, delivered a 
surprise attack and overcame the en- 
emy by fording the icy stream at a 
time when such an attack was least 


| T WAS one of the whimsicalities of 
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the entire first half of 
January, rain fell in 
torrents. Streams were 
swollen, depressions 
everywhere were filled 
with water and the 
Wabash threatened to 
spread over its banks 
and levees. The out- 
look was such that on 
January 13 the U. 8S. 
Weather “Bureau in 
Washington advised 
National Red Cross 
headquarters in that 
city that a serious ait- 

é uation might develop. 
Telegrams aroused 36 Red Cross chap- 
ters to readiness and H. B. William- 
son, director of field operations, sped 
to Vincennes with eight experienced 
workers. 

Meanwhile, the downpour continued. 
The Wabash went over its banks. 
Levees were smashed, towns were in- 
undated, farmers were driven to seek 
safety on higher ground or on the 
upper floors of their houses and 
barns. Livestock was overwhelmed 
and drowned. Winter wheat was sub- 
merged and ruined. Then, with the 
situation already calamitous, there 
came the knockout blow. 

On January 17 a blizzard blew over 
the haraesed region. A bitterly cold 
wave atrutk the flood at its crest and 
halted it in its rush, leaving ice rang- 
ing from six inches to six feet thick 
over some 300,000 
acres of country- 
side. Broken and 
slushy, this ice 
left the district as 
impassable and 
impenetrable as 
an expanse of Arc- 
tic sea filled with 
ice hummocks. 

T o w nspeople, 
public officials, 
the more fortunate 
refugees and Red 
Crosse workers, al- 
ready alarmed at 
the high water,

were horrified when they realized 
what conditions must prevail in the in- 
undated lowlands now that a bliszard 
was raging. Doubtless, hundreds of 
men, women and children, scattered 
here and there across vast reaches of 
flooded country, were shivering with 
cold and hunger. Unless they could be 
reached promptly, it was evident that 
relief would be unnecessary. It would 
be too late. 


Boats could not venture out. Two 
men from Vincennes tried that, 
and came near losing their lives when 
the propeller of their outboard motor 
was shorn off by the ice. Here was a 
problem in navigation with which only 
Arctic explorers have ever grappled. It 
was not merely a flood, like that of 
the Mississippi River lowlands in 1927, 
in which launches and packet boats 
could hasten to the relief of the 
stricken. There was too much ice 
for any boats except Arctic icebreak- 
ers, with which Indiana towns are not 
equipped, and yet the ice was not solid 
enough or uniform enough to permit 
travel across it on foot. There were 
wide areas of open water. New relief 
methods had to be devised, so the Red 
Cross workers called for airplanes. 
The first flight into the flooded re- 
gions was made by Lieutenants Law- 
rence Genaro and Walter Peck of 
Schoenfield, an army airport at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, near Indianapo-

first experiment and the refugees 
would have to be instructed in the use 
of the Red Cross air-ground code for 
communicating with the flyers.

prepared by the Evansville Red Cross 
chapter. They ministered to more than 
a hundred families. The signal sys- 
tem proved to be invaluable, for by its 
use the flyers were apprised of many 
special problems of the refugees which 
were not apparent 
from the air. In 
one instance a 
cabin plane was 
called upon to land 
near the home of 
an expectant 
mother suffering 
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of fruit or vegetables, a quantity of 
sausage, bread, coffee and sugar. Also. 
many signaled requests for shoes, es- 
pecially for children, were met. 

Even in Red Cross disaster relief 
records, which cover about every kind 
of disaster over the last 49 years, there 
is no case presenting quite so many 
unique phases both of problem and so- 
lution as appeared in this combat with 
an ice flood. Ordinarily floods and 
tornadoes. follow traditions pretty 
closely. And usually the emergency 
problems are solved within a few 
days. 

Food, clothing, shelter and medical 
care are supplied quickly and then re 
lief workers visit each family to work 
out a plan for return to self-support 
with some permanent form of Red 
Cross assistance which possibly in- 
cludes seed, household furnishings, 
livestock or similar needs. 


UCH has not been true of this 
experience. The emergency pe 
riod itself extended over three 
weeks, with contact being made 
only from the air. It is not to be 
forgotten that flyers from Maxwell 
Field, Montgomery, Alabama, dit 
tinguished themselves during the 
floods of March, 1929, but their serv- 
ices were not needed after 10 days 
and at no time did they have to con- 
tend with zero weather and a vast sea 
of ice, so much more formidable than 
a warm-weather flood which reaches 
its crest and quickly subsides. 
Relieft operations under Red Cross 
Director Williamson at Vincennes ex- 
tended throughout the river sections, 
with area headquarters in charge of 
experienced workers at Princeton, 
Griffin and New Harmony, Indiana, 


and Catmi and Mount Carmel, Illinois. 
Backing these workers with @ multl- 
tude of indispensable services, either 
in raising relief funds, or in other 
ways, were countless local Red Cro*® 
chapter volunteers, public officials, 
newspapers, radio stations, bus! 
ness men, churches, ex-service men, 
railroads, county agents, women’ 
clubs, service clubs and Boy Scouts.

The alleged Gaby died in 
a Paris hospital in 1920, 
leaving her estate to the city 
of Marseilles for a hospital, 
declaring in her will: “I 
shall live forever by dancing 
for the poor of my native 
city.”” The interest goes to 
her mother, Mrs. Caire of 
Marseilles, and her sister, 
Mrs. Fernand Conilh, wife of 
a Cuban living in Syracuse, 
New York, as long as they live. Harry 
Pileer, her dancing partner, was alao 
given 1500 francs a month for life. 
This was almost $300 a month in 
1920; today it ia $60. 


HE proof that Gaby Deslys was 
Gabriel Caire, born in Mar- 
seilles on November 4, 1881, is 
apparently overwhelming. For one 
thing, thousands of Marseillaise still 
living knew Gaby personally; had seen 
her appear in the music halis there 
year after year, and had followed her 
career from the time she left her home 
town to become a Parisian chorus girl 
to the very day she died. Many of 
these persons knew her as the daugh- 
ter of Madame Caire, who is atill liv- 
ing. Furthermore, she bequeathed 
her estate to Marseilles, calling it her 
native city. In probating the will the 
municipality of Marseilles had con- 
firmed that Madame Caire was actual- 
ly Gaby’s mother, before granting her 
an income from the estate for life. If 
there was ever an air-tight, water-tight 
case, that looked like one. 

Unable to find sufficient proof for 
their contention that Gaby Deslys was 
their daughter Edwige, the Navratils 
made no claim to her estate when éhe 
died.

I 
weigh 125 pounds today, and my face 
has filled out, but if you had seen me 
16 years ago, when | weighed only 95, 
you would have been astounded by the 
resemblance between Gaby and me. 

“I was in Paris when the war broke 
out, and, being an Austro-Hungarian 
subject, fled to Spain to escape being 
interned. I have lived at San .Sebas- 
tian ever since, though I have made 
hundreds of short trips across the 
frontier to Biarrits.”’ 

“But why have you kept silent all 
these years and not communicated 
with your family?’’ I demanded. 

“I did write to my father several 
times during the war,” Miss Navratil 
explained, “but there was so much 
confusion at that time thaf I suppose 
the letters were lost. Anyway, the fam- 
ily never replied. If you wish to know 
more, I have heen a sort of outcast.

N HIS laboratory out at Washington University, Dr. Frank 
Blair Hanson has played a trick on nature. He has taken 
the common fruit fiy, those small, winged insects that are 
seen about decaying fruit and, by treating it in various ways, 
has created what to all intents and purposes is a new species. 
It is not, as a matter of fact, a new species at all—merely 
a variation of the old. But if a naturalist were to find one 
of Dr. Hanson’s specialized fruit flies flying at large, 
he would unquestionably conclude that he was the 
discoverer of a new kind of insect.

For one thing, his own research had 
taken up his time. Dr. Muller had 
found a definite clew, he announced 
at the genetic congress, as to why va- 
riations were ible. At least he had 


discovered that fruit flies subjected to 


X-rays show a very much higher rate 
of variation in their offspring than is 
found in nature. 

To the biologists gathered in Berlin 
this was a thrilling announcement. It 
was the first tangible result of 60 
years of striving—the first shot in the 
dark that had hita mark. Dr. Hanson 
was so interested that he decided, 
since he had leave of absence from 
Washington University, to go back to 
Texas and work in Dr. Muller’s labora- 
tory along similar lines. He got the 
same results as Dr. Muller. Whereas 
in nature 400 mutations could be ob- 


tained from 20,000,000 fruit flies, 
2000 subjected to X-rays would pro- 
duce the same number. Those are not 
exact figures, but the proportion was 
nearly as great as this. Fruit flies 
subjected to the X-rays produced off- 
spring with short wings, with scal- 
loped wings, with eyes half the nor- 
mi size. And when these defective 
fruit flies were in their turn bred they 
passed on their defects to the next 
generation—proving that the germ 
cells had been definitely affected and a 
new type produced. 

Dr. Hanson took this clew and 
started to work from it. And the guc- 
cessive stéps by which he arrived at 
his final hypothesis are are like those by 
which the super-detective of fiction 
solves a crime. Returning to St. Louis, 
he first. accumulated some fruit flies. 
This is easily done, as the fruit fly is 
one of the commonest of insects, found 
around decaying refuse in enormous 
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numbers. If the weather is warm, it 
is only necessary to put a piece of de- 
caying fruit outside for a short time to 
attract a sufficient number for the 
ecientist's purpose. And they mul- 
tiply so rapidly that the scientist 
soon has an almost unlimited number 
with which to work. In the laboratory 
they are kept in rows of milk bottler 
and test tubes, all neatly catalogued 
and indexed. 

First he subjected his fruit flies to 
radium at the Skin and Cancer Hos- 
pital, where there is a sufficient quan- 
tity of this rare metal for purposes of 
experimentation. He subjected male 
fruit flies to the effects of radium and 
then bred them to untreated females. 
And he found that radium rays, like 

X-rays, produced a consid- 
erable percentage of mu- 
tations. 


ERE was another 
H clew to be coupled 

with the first. This 
was the question that now 
confronted Dr. Hanson: 
Why was it that these two 
things, radium and X-ray, 
and these two alone of all 
the hundreds of experiments, 
had proved effective? And 
what was the common prin- 
ciple in the X-rays and the 
radium rays that was able to 
produce this upset in na- 
ture? 

Dr. Hanson started to find 
out. He began by eliminat- 
ing various components from 
the radium rays with sheets 
of lead of ever-increasing 
thickness. Radium rays can 

be dissected into alpha rays, gamma 
rays and beta rays. In effect, Dr. Han- 
son was able to eliminate all but the 
beta rays. It was possible to measure 
with an electroscope the ionization, or 
electrical discharge, of these beta 
rays. 

And Dr. Hanson was.able to show 
that as the increasing thickness of the 
sheets of lead reduced the fonization of 
the beta rays, the percentage of muta- 
tions was correspondingly decreased. 
This corresponding fluctuation was 
very clearly shown by charting two 
curves—one for the decrease in loniza- 
tion, one for the decrease in perceut- 
age of mutations. They fitted each 
other nearly perfectly. 

He wae very close, Dr. Hanson felt, 
to a discovery of great importance. 
“It was too perfect,”’ he says, looking 
back at that time. “Those curves fit 
so perfectly. It was like destiny.” 

For he now felt with some certainty

that he had hit upon the fundamental 
cause of variation in nature. The se- 
cret lay, he believed, in the electron, 
that smallest entity of physics, given 
off in the jonization of the beta rays 
as they are discharged ‘from radium. 
But if it was true that radium in the 
laboratory would produce this effect, 
then it should follow that similar ra- 
dioactive substances found in their 
natural state should also- speed Aip the 
process of variation, Dr. Hanson 
argued. 

This was the next deduction from 
which Dr. Hanson worked in his tire- 
leas quest for truth. He packed up 
his bottles of fruit flies and a special- 
ly devised electroscope that could be 
transported easily and started on a 
long series of excursions. During all 
of last summer he made almost 
daily trips with an assistant or two 
to the caves in the state park at Sul- 
livan. Here, he believed, he would 
find the radioactive substances he was 
seeking. 

Picture Dr. Hanson, then, flashlight 
in hand, following dink paths through 
the endless series of caverns at Sul- 
livan. Behind him is an assistant with 
the bottles and test tubes of fruit 
flies and the electroscope. The latter 
must be carried with extreme care, 
for it is a very delicate instrument. 
They stop, set up the electroscope, and 
take a reading. No results. Little 
or no ionization. They go on. It 
is a hunt with an elusive, intangible 
aim.

to a distance of nearly two miles. 

But the search was in vain. It 
was discovered that the ionization in 
these caves was not great enough to 
afford a teat of Dr. Hanson’s theory. 
Next, since radioactive minerals are 
often found in conjunction witb lead, 
a number of abandoned lead mines in 
Southwest Missouri were tested. No 
more positive results were obtained 
here. * 

Toward the close of the summer, 
with very little time left to carry out 
his experiment, Dr. Hanson decided to 
give up the search in Missouri. He 
went, with a research assistant, sev- 
eral suit cases packed with bottles of 
fruit flies and the eleetroscope to 
Boulder, Colorado. He knew that near 
Boulder there were several springs 
that possessed the radioactive property 
to a very high degree. But Dr. Han- 
son soon discovered that if the radio- 
active property of the springs was to 
have any effect on the fruit flies, they 
would have to be submerged in the

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HE public's growing apathy to- 
ward literature is beginning to 
alarm our already well-fright- 
ened leading thinkers. But these boys 
ought to know how it is. After the 
average library has been stocked with 
a lamp, a chair, a print of Whistler’s 
‘Mother’ and a goldfish there’s no 
room left for any reading matter with 
the possible exception of the preamble 
to the Constitution. 

As the modern residénce has no 
space for those collections of great lit- 
erature in 65 volumes from ‘‘Aag to 
Bip” to “‘Zop to Zug,’’ it looks like the 
authors will simply have to stop writ- 
ing great literature and we will have 
to make talkies out of what has been 
written already. Of course, if publish- 
ers learned how to make paper out of 
gnat wings, they could take this col- 
lection and bale it into one volume, 
labeled ‘‘Aag-+to Zug,"’ and people could 
store it in the chimney. But it isn’t 
likely that the book would enjoy a 
good sale except among trunk movers 
and blacksmiths and brawny Mayors 
who are in nice condition from laying 
corner stones. Citizens in some of the 
larger communities feel that they are 
doing right well when they look up a 
number in the telephone directory. 

At first thought, people will: fail to 
see where this apathy stuff comes in. 
A business man reads a morning news- 
paper, his correspondence and a bar- 
rage of circulars and then goes down- 
town, where he reads a trade maga- 
zine, his lodge magazine, his business 
correspondence and another load of 
circulars. He then goes home, where 
he reads an afternoon newapaper and 
another circular that he overlooked in 
the morning about a waterproof coat 
that comes direct fram the maker for 
$12.50, and will be accompanied by a 
combination can opener and curling 
iron if he remits within 10 days and 
incloses the names of three friends. 
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But what the educators refer to is 
classic literature, which is put up in 
volumes of about 582 pages that are 
entirely free of illustrations save 
where the publisher has a iizard or a 
frog for a trade mark. 

Undoubtedly a book of this char- 
acter has a much better influence than 
one of those magazines that has a cov- 
er showing a girl with a lot of teeth 
and a purple hat standing on the deck 
of a yacht with a tennis racket over 
her shoulder. A gentleman who lays 
any claims at all to cultural attain- 
ments must be pretty well up on his 
classics, as he will find out for him- 
self when he attends a smart gather- 
ing somewhere and finds the guests 
fairly bombarding each other with quo- 
tations from Virgil, Ovid, Seneca, 
Horace, Quintilian, Socrates, Confu- 
cius and Babson.

Most of these flats are built in large 
blocks, some of the newer tenement 
houses containing as many as 1200 
flats. The new municipal blocks in 
the Santleithen district house some 
&000 persons. They are veritable cities 
in themselves. The flats, however, 
are mostly small. They range in size 
from three to five rooms or from 
about 40 square meters of floor space 
to 60 square meters. Rental charge 
is reckoned from the number of square 
meters of floor space. The smaller 
type of flat usually consists of a living 
room, bedroom and kitchen, with a

small anteroom. There is another 
type with 49 square meters which af- 
fords two bedrooms in addition to liv- 
ing room, kitchen and anteroom, and 
still another of 57 square meters which 
affords two living rooms. Besides these 
types there are tiny flats for bache- 
lors and even studio apartments.

Houses with more than 400 flats 
are equipped with a central laundry, 
with modern washing machinery, cen- 
tral drying plant and steam heating. 
The individual flats do not have bath- 
rooms, but each house has many baths 
in the basement. An extra charge is 
made for use of these. A shower bath 
costs 2 to 3 cents; whereas a tub costs 
about 9 cents. Extra charges are also 
levied for heating and laundry. Use 
of the laundry costs 25 cents a week 
on the average. Other items, such as 
staircase lights, chimney sweeping and 
garbage, are covered in the rental 
charge for the flat. 

As to the class of tenants admit- 
ted, the municipality enforces but 
one restriction. The tenants must 
be persons of small or moderate 
income. The wealthy are not admit- 
ted because they, the municipality ar- 
gues, can buy flats for themselves. 


So these buildings are strictly re- ‘ 


served for the poorer people and no 
distinction is made between manual 
laborers and office workers. Thus, 
many low-salaried clerks and state or 
municipal officials are to be found 
among the tenants, and quite often 
one finds artists, musicians and sculp- 
tors. 


N VIEW of the fact that building 

costs have increased 70 per cent 

since the war and interest rates on 
loans have jumped so high that virtu- 
ally no building loans can be had for 
less than 10 1-2 per cent, the munici- 
pality’s achievement in building 60,- 
000 flats that can be rented for less 
than $5 a month appears doubly re- 
markable. The average American 
would declare it couldn’t be done. But 
since it is being done, the question is, 
how? 

In the first place, the building pro- 
gram is carried on with tax funds and 
not with borrowed money. Rents, 
therefore, do not have to carry the 
burden of interest on loans. In the 
second place—and this is the real se- 
cret of the low cost—there is collective 
buying of building material and direc-

tion of building operations through a 
central office. 

“We buy wholesale,”’ the director of 
the building department told the cor- 
respondent. ‘“‘We ordered our brick 
supply for five years ahead, and for so 
huge an order, guaranteeing the brick 
worka steady occupation for years, we 
got greatly reduced prices. We order 
35,000 windows and 25,000 doors at a 
time. Instead of consulting architects 
and incurring heavy fees, we have 12 
architects employed on salary, and 
similarly we have one engineer on sal- 
ary for every three buildings. Conse- 
quently, the average cost during the 
last four and a half years of a flat of 
47 square meters of floor surface 
amounted to 11,500 Austrian schill- 
ings, or about $1700. 


for one or two families. The 
cost to us of a one-family house 
in Floridsdorf, where the ground is 
level, with about 65 square meters of 
floor surface and 200 square meters 
of garden, is only 13,600 Austrian. 
achillings, or $2000. In the Liebhart- 
stal, where the surface is hilly, the 
same house would cost 16,000 Aus- 
trian schillings, or about $2350. 
“The huge Reumann-Hof, with 480 
flats, cost us 7,600,000 schillings, or

$1,425,000. The buildings at Sand- 
leithen, 1700 flats, cost $3,676,000.” 
The Vienna municipality has en- 
countered stern opposition to its plan 
of miunicipal housing from several 
sources, The bitterest criticism comes 
from the Christian Social (Catholic 
Clerical) group, on the ground that 
the inhabitants of the houses are over- 
whelmingly Socialists. The reply of 
the municipality is that the working 
classes, who were hardest hit by the 
terrible housing conditions in Vienna, 
happen to be overwheimingly numer- 
ous {n the Social Democratic party. 
Any large number of working people 
who need municipal housing facilities, 
therefore, is likely to show a prepond- 
erance of Socialists.

Stubblefield told his St. Louis in- 
terviewer in January, 1902, that he 
could talk by wireless through the air 
as well as through the earth. He 
proved it a short time later when, in- 
vited to Washington, he demonstraied 
his invention by talking from the deck 
of the steam launch, ‘“‘Bartholdi,’’ on 
the Potomac River to scientists on the 
river, bank. In a photograph, made 
on this occasion, he wrote: ‘First 
Marine Wireless Telephone demon- 
stration in the world by Nathan Stub- 
biefield. F@br-hour test cost twenty- 
five $’s.". This demonstration took 
place on March 20, 1902. 

In Philadelphia, on Decoration day 
of the same year, he again demon- 
strated his invention before scientists, 
business men and newspaper reporters. 

He obteined patents on his inven-

tion; in the United States on May 12, 
1908, United States Patent 887,357. 
In the Canadian patent, numbered 
114,737, and dated October 20, 1908, 
he anticipated radio installation in 
motor cars, for in the original patent 
is a drawing made by Stubbiefield of 
a “horseless carriage’ containing a 
broadcasting as well as a receiving 
set. The same idea was to be used 
in traine and steamships, the patent 
says. 

Still, fame and fortune eluded him 
through his lifetime, and little enough 
of the former has come to him since 
his death. 

Dr. W. H. Mason, a local surgeon, 
Says that he once saw a written -offer 
to Stubbiefield tendering him $40,000 
for a part interest in his invention,

and that on another occasion Stubble- 
field refused a half-million for his dis- 
covery because he thought it was 
worth twice that much. 

It is the belief of President Rainey 
T. Wells of the Murray State Teach- 
ers’ College here, who as an attorney 
assisted the inventor in getting his 
patents, that Stubblefield lacked exec- 
utive ability and that “he was 80 sus 
picious of every investigator that he 
would not sign a contract for the 
commercializing of the venture. He 
was naturally suspicious of everyone. 
He thought he would be cheated.” 

It is possible, also, that some minor 
but necessary part in the invention 
escaped him, making it unmarketabie. 
He himself admitted his invention was 
imperfect, and it is obvious that he 


lacked sufficient electrical power to 
broadcast for great distances. 

There are tales, too, that his inven- 
tion was stolen. His cousin, Vernon 
Stubblefield, believes this to be the 
case. The inventor kept his apparatus 
in a trunk, and it may be that this 
trunk was stolen from him while on 
a visit to Washington in 1912, for on 
the back of an old map of the capita! 
he scrawled, “Will 1 ever see this 
trunk again?” The writing was signed 
“N, B. Stubblefield” and carried the 
date of "Feb. 13, 1912.” Anyhow, 
after his return to his home from one 
trip to the Bast he spoke of some of 
those he had met as “damn rascals.” 

His failure to receive his due ac 
centuated his eccentricities, turned him 
into a morose, disconsolate creature 
who repudiated his fellow men. He 
trudged to a spot siz es from here 
and with his own hands built a poor, 
barren shelter, which he lined with 
cornstalks in an effort to keep out 
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the cold winds. There he lived alone. 

When his brother came to him, he 
curtly sent him away with, “When I 
want help, I'll call for it.” His daugh- 
ter, grown wealthy, came from Mis- 
sissippi to see him. He drove her out. 

Then two years ago, they found his 


body wracked by starvation, two days , 


after death had come in his shack. 
Now a monument to his memory is 
to be raised by the people who knew 
him. Once, at the peak of his career, 
he planned a technical institution, “Te- 
leph-on-delgreen, The Home of the 
Nathan Stubbdiefield Industrial School 
and Experiments in Wireless Tele 
phony.” The site he chose for his 
school was the swamp land over which 
he had conducted his early experi- 
ments. Today it is the campus of the 
Murray State Teachers’ College. On 
a corner of that campus will be placed 
the monument commemorating Nathan

followed at the University of Illi- 
fois. He has done all of his 14 
years of teaching at Washington 
University, where, in recent years, 
he has been given a most favorable 


opportunity to carry on his re 
seareh. Too, he has been aided by‘ 
grants from the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation and the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of 
Science. 

The other day he was given an 
appointment to go to Paris for two 
years to supervise the fellowships 
in the natural sciences for the 
Rockefeller Foundation in Eu- 
rope.

In recent years an important 
medical announcement was the 
discovery of insulin, a cure for 
diabetes. Insulin is nothing more 
than the secretion of the pancreas, 
a part of the digestive system 
and another of the ductless 
glands. 

One of the functions of the 
pancreas is the regulation of the 


use of sugar By the body. When 
it is not sufficiently active, or 
degenerates, too much sugar is 
poured into the blood stream by 
the liver and a dangerous condi- 
tion obtains. The injection of 
insulin checks this production of 
sugar, the hypodermic needle per- 
forming the same function as the 
pancreas. In some cases, use of 
insulin causes the gland itself to 
go back to work again. 
Glandular study and therapy 
are still in their infancy and 
warnings have been issued against 


home treatment with advertised 
gland medicines. These should be 
used only under the direction of a 
physician, as abnormalities might 
result from promiscuous use. 

Abnormalities of gland opera- 
tion are responsible for the pro- 
duction of most social) misfits, 
Dr. Ralph Arthur Reynolds of San
